fr*9h,  newly-equipped  North  Korean  troops  have  appeared  in  the 
Korean  fighting,  and  it  has  been  clear Jy  established  that  Uidnese 
Communist  troops  are  also  opposing  UN  forces-  rreaant  field  estimates 
ar«  that  bs tween  15,000  and  20,000  Chinese  Cona&mist  troops  organised 
in  task  iUrce  units  are  oper feting  in  North  Korea  while  the  parent 
units  regain  in  Manchuria-  Current  reports  of  a©vi*t-type  jet  aircraft 
in  the  Antung-Sinui ju  area  indicate  that  the  UtfaR  »«y  be  providing;  at 
Uaat  logistic  air  defense  for  the  Manchurian  border-  In  addition,  a 
radio  broadcast  of  31  October  from  the  emergency  worth  Korean  capital 
of  Slnulju  announced  that  a ‘'Volmteer  Cor  pa  for  the  rtrotection  of  the 
3ulho  hydroelectric  Zotm"  >iaa  been  farmed  to  protect  that  area  from 
the  advancing  UN  forces.  The  broadcast  emphasised  the  importance  of 
the  Suiho  hydroelectric  spates  to  tl*  industries  of  nanohuria  and 
pointed  out  that  Chin*—  People »a  ttberaticn  Forces  are  concentrated 
along  the  Manchurian  side  of  tit*  Sulho  sous. 

This  pattern  of  event s and  reports  indicates  th*t  Couvuirfat  Cidna 
has  decided,  regardless  of  tlw  increased  risk  of  general  war,  to  pro* 
vide  increased  support  and  assistance  to  i.orth  Korean  forces-  Although 
the  possibility  can  not  be  excluded  that  the  Chinese  Conmuni  st%  under 
Soviet  direction,  are  coned  tting  themselves  to  fUll-eeale  intervention 
in  Korea,  their  main  motivation  at  present  appears  to  btt  to  establish 
a limited  'cordon  sanitaire"  south  of  the  falu  River.  Primary  objec- 
Uves  of  the  Cllnese  Coomuid&ta  in  at. tempting  to  establish  suoh  a 
noman'e  land  would  probably  bei  (a)  to  guarantee  security  of  the 
Manchurian  border  froa  UN  forces  which  the  Chinese  have  labelled  as 
Invaders | and  (b)  to  insure  continued  flow  of  electric  power  fro®  the 
vital 'Sulho  hydroelectric  system  to  the  industries  of  Manchuria.  The 
preceding  oan*ideratione,  which  are  of  direct  concern  to  conmunlat 
Chine,  would  also  be  in  line  with  the  general  desire  to  further  inter- 
national CQBBOMlsm  by  helping  the  North  Koreans  prolong  their  resist- 
ance- 


The  Ciiineae  Couaaunists  probably  genuinely  fear  an  invasion  of 
:;anohurla  despite  the  clear-cut  definition  of  UN  objectives.  The 
reported  evacuation  of  industrial  machinery'  and  civilian  personnel 
fraa  toikden  could  be  the  con  sequence  of  such  a fear  although  the 
possibility  exists  that  tids  evacuation  has  been  undertaken  in  m 
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effort  to  anticipate  possible  retslttary  action  by  UK  forces  follow- 
ing Chinese  Cocuuntst  Intsrnmtlan  in  Korea*  The  Suiho  hydroelectric 
aywtew,  with  generators  located  o n the  Korean  aide  of  the  Yalu  River, 
provides  a large  pari  of  South  Hanohnria'e  clrdtricifcy  cud  moat  of 
the  poser  for  the  Port  Arthur  naval  base  area*  To  data,  the  UK  has 
aade  no  statement  regarding  the  diatrlbutloa  of  Suiho  poser  after  UK 
forces  take  pooaosaioty  and  Chinese  Cowauniat  apprttxensicA  may  have 
bean  increased  by  the  recent  stataak-nt  of  a South  Korean  general  that 
all  power  to  Manchuria  would  be  eat  off. 
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
